The council received a reply 
from the Deruty Minister of 
Finance in regards to a loan of 
$1400.00 under the Dominion 
liquidating scheme at 2 percent, 
in which he stated that the 
Government was not permitted 
to advance loans for a purpose 
of a community curling rink. 

A letter was received from 
the principal of the schoo! re- 
lating toaDominion Youth 
Movement, in which he stated 
the high school staff would co- 
operate if tne council was willing 
to start sucha moyement in 
Crossfield. The matter was dis- 
cussed and His Worship, the 
Mayor, felt that with a number 
of young people’s organizations 
in the village, another would 
conflict. The secretary was in- 
structed to write Mr. Gish, 
thanking him for his considera 
tion. 

C. Asmussen was again 
appointed as a committee of one 
to look after the park and 
cemetery. 

It was decided that within ten 
days from to-day (Thursday) 
inspection will be carried out, 
and itis hoped that all the 
citizens of the village will 
co-operate in making this time 
a general clean-up.week.

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Freedom or Slavery. 


If the editor will permit me a bit of space, I would like to 
pass along a few thoughts that have occurred to me along the 
' line of my topic, probably inspired by observations made during 


my travelling in southern Alberta, along the U.S_ border. 

My companion and | took an evening walk from Coutts, 
Alberta, to Sweetgrass, Montana. At the customs offices we 
were merely asked our names, and on the return trip, our pur- 
chases, if any. There was no gruelling questioning, ‘no signs of 
cannons or artillery and no search made of our personal belong- 
ings, although there probably would have been if we had inten- 
ded to stay longer. 

How completely each couniry trusts to the others honour 
and fair play, and not to her own power and might, is extreme- 
evident, Why shouldn't it beso, for, after all, we are one 
people, merely separated by a wire fence and a difference in 
‘laws governing us? One Sweetgrass resident, upon finding we 
were from the other side, remarked, ‘‘Yes, Canada and U.S. are 
practically the same, only we have more freedom here.” I won- 
der. The restaurants are all open to the sale of beer and the 
little town of Sweetgrass has at least three wide-open liquor 
and gambling dives, where morals are at their lowest. This 
naturally bas a bad effect upon the citizens on both sidesof the 
border and many are epparently enjoying their freedom to the 
utmost by willingly submitting themselyes to the slavery of 
drinking, gambling and every other loathful habit that a man 
or woman can acquire, which, even the partakers know will 
ruin their homes, bodies and lives; leaving out what their ul- 
timate end will be. 


Here in Canada we are not so free; liquor is harder to get 
and few of us have the money to buy, even if we do desire it. 
Therefore we have to suffer silently and remain slaves’to the 
financial and moral Jaws of our country. 

Now in his writings concerning Democracy, Garrett states 

‘the failure to find a solution to real Democracy is a challenge 
‘to Christian authority. He is correct. For over nineteen hun- 
‘dred years Christians have had the solution to real "Democracy 
and freedom, but even to-day, if they are given the authority 
-and opportunity to enjoy it to the utmost, how many would 
ruse this privelege to buy and sell themselves into the most 
tyranical slavery? ’ 

Unless,in my opinion, the horse is put before the cart, 
Democracy, as it is commonly understood, would only havea 
ruinous effect upon our civilization.

company? ot the man who buys? 

It is nothing more or less than 
changing economic conditiong, 
and we haye no more control 
over that than we have over 
changing weather. 

Che fault and the trouble lies 
in, that whereas we provide pro- 
tection, and prepare ahead for 
weather change. we do nothing 
beforehand in preparation for 
changing economic weather. 

When I hear someone rave 
(they nearly all rave)—that 
“conditions must be changed,” 
“we must do away” with this or 
that, it sounds to me very like 
demanding a change of climate,

When the stormy year of the 
World War. had fassed into 
history, the little girl of Glamis 
Castle had blossomed into a 
beautiful young lady of nineteen 
years, Her sense of sympathv 
and self-sacrifice for duty had 
been. aroused by the sights she 
had observed during that world 
struggle for the preservation and 
progress of civilization, with 
some of the tragic happenings 
of the masses actually crossing 
the threshold of her home since 
four of her brothers fought on 
Flanders Field and oné wus kill 
ed at Loos. Then again, her 
home was converted into a hos- 
pital for wound: d soldiers and 
she had seen sights that were 
never to be forgotten. Natural- 
ly, such aseries of events 
between the age of fourteen and 
nineteen were bound to produce 
certain effects, ana when the 
World War was over, she was a 
serious and thoughtful young 
lady with a keen understanding 
of humanity. with rare 
quality of being able to uncon- 
sciously blend gaety with serious- 
ness,

Although she was the member 
of one of the oldest and most 
popular families in the land, yet 
she was recognized in all ranks 
of English and Scottish society 
on account of her own brilliant 


personality and disposition. 


This aided her entrance into 
society and after the World War, 
she had more friends than most 
girls of her age and position. She 
appeared at many big and social 
and public functions in London, 
usually being chaperoned hy her 
mother, Lady Strathmore. or her 
sister, Lady Elphinstone. A\l- 
though the family hada beauti- 
ful Adam hone at 20 St, Jame’s 
Place in London, now and agai 
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ehe speut much of her spare time 
in the environment of her child- 
bood and younger days at St. 
Paul's Waldenbury -and- Glamis 
Castle, with occasional visits to 
grandmother's 
home at Vil'a Capponi which 
was 


her maternal 
not far from Florence in 
Italy. Inthis manner she join- 
ed all the functions that 
marked the social life of the post- 
war year of 1919. 

In 1920, Lady Bowes-Lyon, 
now Queen Elizabeth and wife 
of the King, was forced to give 
up the beautiful. London home 
at 20 St. Jame’s place and ‘she 
obtained another residence at 17 
Bruton Street. There were more 
and more entertainments, with 
the highlight being the visit of 
the present King to her home in 
Glamis Castle, where on reveral 
occasions Princess Mary joined 
the happy eircle of young friends, 
In 1921, she began to attract the 
close attention of everyone, in- 
cluding the late King George 
the Fifth and Queen Mary, par- 


in 


ticuiarly when she proved one of 
the most popular bridesmaids at 
the marriage of Princess Mary 
which took place that year, 
Except for her visit to Paris to 
meet her dear friend Diamond 
Hardings, she was forced to 
remain clore to her mother who 
was very ill throughont the year 
and since Lady Strathmore was 
an invalid, ‘Lady Elizabeth 
Bowes-Lyon was the hostess at 
Glamis Castle where-there was a 
continual coming and going of 
guests, It was during this time 
that Queen Mary and her second 
son, the Duke of York, now King 
George the Sixth, came for an 
{extended visit. Towards the end 
of 1922, she was the center of 
much pnblic interest and diseus- 
sion because her name was often 
linked with that of the King’s 
second son,
